Ove might ask what bas the 
history of dairying in Ontario to 
do with dairying‘in this ‘province 
of Alberta. It has this to do with 
it, namely, the bistory of dairying 
in Ontario has been repeated in 
each of the provinces of the Do- 
minion, excepting poasibly Alber- 
ta,and I fear that Alberta’ will 
make history of a like kind. ‘The 
Maritime Provinces ‘forgot the 
dairy cow that had oarried them 
through the stormy days of pio. 
neering, and grew oats and pota- 
toes for the New England States 
until their soil was exhausted of 
ite fertility and the farmers did 
not know which way to turn for 
relief. The Dominion Govern- 
ment came to their aid in the per- 
son of Dr. (Prof.) Robertson, who 
asgisted the farmers to establish 
Oveameries and Oheese Factories 
throughout the provinces, which 
have toa great extent been the 
means of placing the farmers in 
their present happy financia! posi- 
tion. 

Now let us consider briefly the 
dairy situation in Manitoba, where 
the natural conditions are much 
the same ag those found in Alber- 
ta. The carly settlers (in the 
seventies) were eager to seoure a 
few dairy cows, just to tide them 
over the trying days of early set.

Is mixed 
farming as popular today as it was 
five years ago?

duce along the C. & E, Railway 
have continually shrunk during 
the .past four years. And my 
statement may be easily verified 
by comparing the. creamery etate- 
vents for 1906 and 1907 with 
those shortly ta’be issued for ‘the 
past summer season, 1910. There 
bas been a continual decrease of 
butter output at all of the older 
oreawneries with very few excep- 
tions, notwitbetanding the fact 


that the net price per pound to}. 


the patron has steadily increased, 
until at the present time the price 
of butter is nearly double what it 
was four yeare ago. No it is not 
on account of a short price 

The answer to your question is 
namely; the farmer who 
grain for export, sows réaps aud 
markets his orop all within six 
months and has the balance of the 
year for rest and pleasure, which 
often means the spending of what 
money he has earned during the 
first six months.

Pall Wheat Sowing. 
dumps 40 Per Cent 


Minister of Agriculture Reports | 
52,000 More Acres in That 
Grain This Year. 


During the past fall there has 
been an inorease of no less than 40 
per cent in the amount of land 
sown to fall wheat in Alberta, .ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
Department of Agriculturé which 
was laid on the the table of Dun- 
oan Marshall, minister of agrioul- 
ture. This year 180,000 acres of 
land have been sown in fall wheat 
as compared with 128,000 in. 1909, 

The report presented to the 
house yesterday afternoon deals 
with every branch of egriculture, 
of the stook and dairy industry, of 
faire and institutes and with the 
game of Alberta. Owing to the 
full year not being completed, the 
report is necessarily deficient in 
some respects, as it is not possible 
to arrive at proper conclusions in 
some respects, or to compile statis- 
tical tables until the returns for 
the full year have been tabulatéd. 

The usual statistios regarding 
the formation of herd, pound and 
bull districts are given, and the 
particulars of animale taken up 
and sold under the laws dealing 
with the running of animals at 
large. 

The crop returns are as yet in-

quite a large amount of grain in 
the province. 

The Dairy Commissioner reports 
the dairy prodastion of the Prov- 
ince as being somewhat smaller 
this year than last owing to short 
pastures during the spring and 
early summer. Thosea dairymen 
who made provision for greep food 
succeeded in keeping up the flow 
of milk throughout the season and 
were thus able to take advantage 
of the comparatively high prices 
paid for dairy. products duripg the 
year. 

During the season 50 creameries 
and 12 cheese factories were oper- 
ated, as against 63 creameries and 
11 cheese factories last year. The 
output aggregated about 85 per 
cent of that of 1909. The short- 
age in volume should be nearly 
made up in value however, as the 
government creameries Alone have 
realized an average price of nearly 
26 cents at creameries. This ie 2 
cents per pound higher than last 
year and is due in a- measure to 
the adoption of a system of grad- 
ing the cream and butter at the 
creameries and the payment of a 
premium of 2 cents per pound oa 
all butter, and butterfat in cream 
grading “‘first”’. 

Demand for milk and cream in 
larger centere ig causing milk 
dealers to go as far as 50 miles or 
more fer supplies.

The Live Stock Cnduigadieiins 
reports that the ‘canvas ‘of* the 
Province made for patronagé ‘to 
the much talked of pork packing 
plant resultéd ia only 12,764 hoge: 
being pledged. He. reports _pro- 
gress in the improvement ‘being: 
thade in stock yards and feeding 
facilities at stations owing to the 
increasing number of farm bred 
cattle in the Provinoe, thinks that 
a better method of marketing than 
now prevails must soon be estab- 
lished, It also is moted that more 
stock care are needed and that. the 
time is at hand when double deck- 
ed cars should be supplied for 
shipping hogs and sheep. 

The chief game and fire guard- 
jan reports ducks less plentiful 
than in previoas years; prairie 
ehicken and partridge far more 
plentiful than for several years. 
The Hungarian ‘partridge, ‘recent- 
ly introduced are doiug nicely, 
spreadivg over new territory. The 
fur returns show that small deal- 
ers handled 234,887 and wholesale 
dealers 671,986 muskrat pel 
The total transactions shew that 
furs to the value of $641,774:05 
passed through the hands of the 
various dealers. ‘The revenue for 
the year 1910 promises to equal or 
exceed that of 1909 when it prac- 
tically paid the total cost of game 
protection. ie 

There is no reason why the rey- 
enue derived from game should 
not be sufficiently large in ths fu- 
ture to cover adequate protection 
of our game which is being more 
generally recognized as a most 
valuable asset. Prairie fires are 
reported as being more frequent 
than in previous years. Thenum- 
ber of convictions promise to ex- 
ceed 240 in number, the total pen- 
alties to date amounting to 
$4,194.00. 

The report of the Superintend- 
ent of Fairs and Institutes shows 
that a total of about 16,000 were 
in attendance at the 212 institute 
meetings held throughout the} Deo 
Province during the year. The 
three course schools of two weeks 
duration each, held at Lethbridge, 
Olds and Vegreville ware welt
